Florida Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Commissioner 
Ron Bergeron, a lifelong Gla- 
desman also known as Alligator 
Ron, slipped off his camou- 
flaged snake boots Friday and, 
for the second time since June, 


slid off a dock outside his Ever- 
glades hunting camp into inky 
black swamp water. 

This time water reached his 
chest. Back in June, when he 
summoned reporters to draw 
attention to flooding across the 
watery marshes, it only reached 
his waist. 

“There’s not one wading bird 
that can land in the Everglades 


right now,” he said. “The Ever- 
glades is in serious condition, 
actual catastrophic conditions.”

50K Haitians might face deportation by Thanksgiving

A letter from the U.S. State 
Department could pave the way 
for deporting 50,000 Haitian 
residents enjoying a reprieve 
from certain immigration rules 
that were waived after the 2010 
earthquake, the Washington Post 
reported Friday. 


The ruling that conditions have 


improved enough in Haiti and in 
Central America to resume nor- 
mal immigration rules in those 
regions comes days before the 
Department of Homeland Securi- 
ty is expected to announce 
whether to renew the special 
status. Political leaders in 
Miami-Dade, home to the largest 
concentration of Haitians protect- 
ed by the special status, have

urged President Donald Trump to 
continue the waiver. But the State 
Department decision could be a 
prelude to that status being lifted. 
More than 300,000 Central 
Americans and Haitians living in

tion, the State Department told 
Homeland Security officials this 
week, the Post reported. 

On Tuesday, Secretary of State 
Rex Tillerson sent a letter to act-

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FLORIDA SENATE 


Inquiry 
ordered 
amid 
allegations 
of sexual 
harassment

TALLAHASSEE 

Florida Senate President Joe 
Negron ordered an internal in- 
vestigation Friday of sexual ha- 
rassment allegations made by six 
unnamed women who accused 
Sen. Jack Latvala of groping and 
inappropriate touching. 

“There has been a news report 
alleging that members of the 
Senate professional staff and 
visitors to the Senate offices were 
sexually assaulted,” Negron said 
in a statement. “These allega- 
tions are atrocious and horren- 
dous. As Senate President, my 
first priority is the safety of our 
staff and visitors. I have ordered 
an immediate 
investigation of (>) MORE INSIDE 
these allega- 
tions, which 
will be led by 
our Senate 
general counsel, Dawn Roberts.” 

In a story published Friday, 
Politico Florida reported that six 
women agreed to speak anony- 
mously to the news organization 
that Latvala “inappropriately 
touched them without their con- 
sent or uttered demeaning re- 
marks about their bodies.” 

The story broke on Latvala’s 
65th birthday. He told the Her- 
ald/Times the Politico story was 
“totally fabricated” and said: 
“Tm going to clear my name.” 

“T will welcome a prompt and 
full investigation because a tho- 
rough investigation will show the 
truth,” he said. “I am comfort- 
able with the truth.” 

The women were identified 
only as “Senate staff and lobby- 
ists who identify with both major 
parties.” They provided no dates 
and said the stories “occurred 
over a period of several years,” 
and took place in Latvala’s Sen- 
ate office, the Capitol rotunda, a
